By a rebel newspaper just brought in by a deserter, we find that 
General Lee’s conduct in the late affair in the Jerseys is severely 
censured by Mr. Washington in his letter to Congress, and the General 
is accordingly ordered under arrest, and is to be tried as soon as 
possible for deserting his post in the rebel army... I had always 
myself a mean opinion of the courage of my old acquaintance, and 
heartily rejoice that he is humbled so far as to be tried by a set of 
cobblers and tinkers that his own teaching and rascality have exalted 
to the rank of general officers.
